DALLAS, July 31.—An Amar­ 
illo doctor has been sentenced to 
serve six months in Jail. On July 
31, Federal Judge Joe Dooley at 
Amarillo sentenced Dr. Harvey 
K. Jack so nto 16 months in Jail, 
with r!x months to serve and 
one year ssupended sentence.
